Tom Needles is the latest one of the IIli- 
nois contingent to have his hopes blasted. 
He was put in training for the Indian Com- 
missionership early in the game, and was in 
fact the only Illinois man to be recommended 
for a department position jointly by the two 
Senators.

Mr. Pickler in the last House was Chair- 
man of the Committee on Invalid Pensions, 
and was in the habit of making his place and 
his personality exceedingly prominent. He 
was always a good friend of the soldier, but 
made a good deal of noise in being so, and 
accordingly he acquired fame through one 
of the bon mots of Mr. Reed, who once re- 
ferred to Congressman Pickler on account 
of his boisterous system of legislation as

Prospects for the passage of the arbitra- 
tion treaty are far from good in spite of the 
strong indorsement of it in the Presideht’s 
inatgural address. The Senate has already 
agreed to a number of amendments which 
weaken the force of the treaty in one direc- 
tion but strengthen it in the eyes of those 
who have believed that treaty arbitration 
was a mere dream which could net be’ ap- 
plied except as individual cases arose. 

The Senate has emasculated the treaty 
by removing; King Oscar of Sweden as the 
specified umpire and has similarly disposed 
of the Judges of the Supreme Court as the 
permanent arbitrators from this country. 
In addition to that the Senate has decided to 
amend the treaty so that no particular point 
of dispute can be submitted to arbitration 
by the President without the distinct con- 
currence of the Senate. The effect of this, 
it is said, is practically to require a separate 
agreement for arbitration on ‘each question 
as it comes up, and to this extent the scheme 
of a genera! system of settlement of disputes 
by negotiation is dropped entirely. 

In addition to all these amendments a for- 
midable party has grown up in the Senate 
against the treaty as a whole. It requires 
a two-thirds majority to approve a 
treaty submitted by the President, and from 
present indicationsit is more than doubtful if 
u bare majority votes in favor of the treaty, 
and if it is ratified at all it is-likely to be 
with so many amendments that the whole 
affair will have to be renegotiated with the 
representatives of rons Britain. 


Wash Hesing’s letter of resignation was 
buried in the mass of papers at the VWhite 
House and was only resurrected late this 
afternoon at the Postoffice Department 
through the medium of an executive order 
obtained by THE TRIBUNE correspondent.

Neither dol 
desire to needlessly embarrass by any ques- 
tion that might be raised an administration 
which I profoundly hope will have unquali- 
fied success. Besides this I have ever been a 
warm advocate of the civil service system, 
which is at once the pledge and guarantee 
of good public service and as a public oMicial 
have known no party and have devoted my 
best energies to the improvement of the 
postal service. Holding such principles of 
public policy and having decided to accept 
the nomination for Mayor I most respect- 
fully present my resignation as Postmaster

Dispatches from Jucaro report that an in- 
surgent force 1,000 strong crossed the cen- 
tral trocha Wednesday night, moving west- 
ward. The garrison in a fort fired upon the 
invaders.

The twenty-seven men 
composing the garrison were either killed 
or wounded. 

Gen. Arolas, commanding the central tro- 
cha, reached Havana late last night and re- 
ported to Gen. Weyler this morning. He has 
demanded 20,000 reinforcements for the line. 
If not furnished he will resign. 

‘Gen. Garcia Aldave’s Spanish column re- 
cently raided Cuban hospitals in the Sigu- 
ahua mountains. Six hospitals were cap- 
tured, the inmates butchered, and the build- 
ings burned down. At the hospital Del Ni- 
cho, near Guanayara, Capt. Pujol, son ofa 
Spanish cavalry officer, who joined the reb- 
els eighteen months ago, was found. Like 
his Cuban companions, he was macheted. 
Two surgeons and four women attending 
the sick and wounded were shot. Not a 
single prisoner was brought back by Al- 
dave’s government forces. 

An important engagement took place near 
Jiguani, the Spanish force under Gen. Rey 
being routed. It lost upward of 100 men. 
The defeated Spanish column took refuge in 
the government forts at Jiguani. 

Gen. Rabi, commanding the insurgents, 
immediately besieged the place with 3,000 
men, supported by two rapid-firing field 
pieces anda dynamite gun. After two days’ 


+ defense Rey’s forces evacuated, retreating 


toward Bayamo,and Rabi entered Jiguanl, 
He is now menacing Bayamo.

Albert Brensinger, a miner, 64 years old, 
is suing Solomon,and Simon Mayer, owners 
of the North Avenue Safety Deposit Vaults, 
No. 220 North avenue, for $4,600, which he 
alleges he lost in their vaults.

Brensinger is a German, with no relations 
in this country., He is a veteran of the civil 
war, and says he owns a mine in Montana 
and a farm in Minnesota.

This case will at- 
tract considerable attention in the medicai 
world, and some physicians will attribute 
his death to vegetarianism, though, of 
course, that could only indirectly have 
caused it. 

‘‘Mr. Sorley was a hale, rugged Scotch- 
man, and, though weakened beyond hope 
when he came to the hospital, was neverthe- 
less conscious almost to theend. Theimme- 
diate cause of death was obstruction of the 


bowels.”’ 
C. H. Sorley was born in Edinburgh, Scot- 


land, in 1828. He was President of the Mer- | 


chants’ National Bank of Canada for thirty 
years. He was Mayor of Iroquois, Canada, 
for thirty-four years. 


Mr. Sorley Comes to Chicago. 


Mr. Sorley came to Chicago three years 
ago as editor of The Chicago Horseman. 
He was a close friend off Henry Claus, and 
other financiers. 

He left two sons, one J. A. Sorley of Arm- 
our company of Chicago, and J. H. Sorley, 
agent of the Canadian Pacific railway com- 
pany at Ottawa, Canada. 

Mr. Sorley’s remains were taken last night 
from his home at No. 5004 Michigan avenue 
to Montreal for interment.

Montreal, Que., March 23.—[Special.}—A 
few minutes after 6 o’clock this evening a 
terrific earthquake shock shook the center 
of the city and caused great consternation. 
Large buildings shook like reeds and there 
was a general rush of the inmates in many 
instances for thedoors. At the Great North- 
western Telegraph Building the shock was 
sO great that it was at first thought that 
there had been an explosion in the building, 
but on investigation it was found that the 
shock had been general. 

So far no damage has been heard of. Dis- 
patches are pouring in from all over the 
province and from Eastern Ontario, Indi- 
cating that the shock has been very general- 
ly felt throughout the country, but no dam- 
age of consequence is reported. 

Morrisburg, Ont., March 23.—At 6:15 this 
evening a very distinct shock of earthquake, 
lasting thirty or fifty seconds was felt here. 

Vandalia, Ill., March 23.—[Special.J]—A 
slight earthquake shock was felt here about 
10 o'clock last night. The vibration was 
from west to east and lasted ten seconds.

The decision of the fed- 
eral Supreme Court declaring all such pocls 
to be in violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
act of 1890°was a death blow. ° : 

Attorneys for the railroad systems, being 
appealed to, were practically unanimous in 
the view that freight pools could no longer 
exist. Some of them counseled instant with-< 
drawal from the azsociations; others advised 
that no withdrawai was necessary, since the 
court’s decision of itself annihilates the as- 
sociations. There was agreement in the legal 
departments that further participation in 
the pools would make the roads liable ta 
prosecution. : 

While the attorneys of all the roads having 
headquarters here were unanimously of the 
opinion that no freight association or com< 
bination of any kind could be legally matfii< 
tained there was some difference of opiniory 
as to the application of the Supreme Court’s 
decision to passenger associations. The pre- 
vailing opinion is, however, that it applies ta 
both freight and passenger organizations,

“GRAFTERS” WHO HARASS HARRISON. 


People Try to Sell Him Influence and 
Ball Tickets and Beggars Besiecge 
Him:-fer Cash—Takes a Rest. 


Not every one, perhaps, is aware of the 
petty deceits practiced upon C. H. Harrison 
day in and day out to win his promise for an 
office if the wheel of chance lands him in the 
Mayor’s chair, or to get some of his money 
if the plea for office fails. Because it was 
registration day yesterday, and Mr. Harri- 
son was not called upon to receive the usual 
multitude of ward-workers, he had plenty 
of time to devote to callers of this stripe. 
They came in flocks. 

This is the way the applicant for office 
generally started: 

‘*I'm glad to meet you, Mr. Harrison. I 
voted for your father three times, and I’m 
going to vote for you. Now, we have a club 
out our way, and we want to indorse you for 
Mayor. The club has been going for some 
time, and we can control a large number of 
votes. Several hundred votes in our ward 
might turn the scale. Ours is an important 
ward.” 

Mr. Harrison would assent to the state- 
ment that it was an important ward. 

Then the caller would continue: 

‘** H—m, I don’t want to be too presuming, 
Mr. Harrison, but you Know that it is an 
important ward, and the club thinks that 
we should get something for our influence. 
We don’t want much in the way of office; a 
few inspectorships would suit us. Now, I'll 
leave my credentials with you, and if you 
think well of the proposal you know where 
you can reach me.”’ 

Then the influential person would bow 
himself out. 


Ball Tickets by the Hundred. 

The patronage question is one that is not 
solved altogether off-hand, as Mr. Harrison 
sometimes explains to his visitors of this 
character. However, they are not nearly 
s0 persistent as the ‘“ committeemen ” 
hustling for dances. Mr. Harrison cannot 
place exactly the number of balls he has 
been asked to patronize since he was nom- 
inated, but he is sure the quantity of tickets 
which have been dumped in on him through 
the mails and from individuals is alarm- 
ing, or would be, if computed. .The question 
of indorsing his candidacy always is an ar- 
gument of the ticket sellers, too. 

‘We inclose,’’ the notes say, “twenty 
tickets to our ball on Friday night. Weare 
all good Democrats, and we're going to vote 
for you. We wish you would do us the favor 
to buy the tickets. It would do your cause 
good.”’ 

Mr. Harrison has been criticised as being 
young, but he has seen enough of the world 
to appreciate the depth of honesty of these 
letters—not aH of them, necessarily, but 
most of them. Occasionally entirely worthy 
organizations ask recognition. 

The doorkeepers pride themselves on hav- 
ing learned to identify the ticket seller, but 
he gets in; justthesame. At Mr. Harrison's 
headquarters a wide-open policy is main-

tained, and any one who wants can see the 
candidate if he waits long enough. 
Beggars Lie in Wait. 

Then there is another class, which per- 
sistently dogs Mr. Harrison’s footsteps. If 
he walks outside the hotel a shabby form 
will glide quickly from the shelter of some 
doorway, overtake the candidate, push a 
greasy face forward, and beg. The beggar 
who has been waiting for Mr. Harrison al- 
ways .seems to feel that he has waited a 
long, long time, and that his time is worth 
money, and should be paid for by the can- 
didate. So one or two rebuffs do not con- 
tent him. First he asks for money, then 
food, drink, anything, but he goes down the 
long scale of appealing stories without 
touching either Mr. Harrison’s heart or his 
pocketbook. The men who want money in 
this way watch every chance of getting at 
Mr. Harrison, and have been known to reach 
the inner sanctum, but the resuit is always 
the same. Mr. Harrison has become the 
target within a few days of such a vast num- 
ber of tramps that he has formed the opin- 
ion: First, that while many applicants for 
charity may be worthy, it does not follow 
that all are: second, that a candidate who 
begins by indiscriminate giving will ruin 
himself if he kept it up. 

Candidate Takes a Rest. 

Mr. Harrison received a few callers out- 
side the classes here enumerated yesterday. 
The noonday public reception opened the 
day, and much of the afternoon was spent 
in conference with Adolf Kraus and James 
H. Teller. Bob Burke dropped in for a few 
minutes. Dr. Reynolds, ex-Commissioner 
of Health, came in, but did not wait to see 
Dr. H. 8. Taylor aided in the 
reception room. 

Mr. Harrison left the Tremont House at 5 
o’clock, and went to his home, where he 
dined. He made no speeches last night, but 
as he was greatly fatigued, he retired short- 
ly after dinner.

CHANGES OF 46,265 NAMES.

Registration was 
46,265 names being 
ready on the lists. 

It must not be understood, however, that 
this means the total registration for next 
week’s election, after revision, will be 426,- 
510, or the total of the old and new registra- 
tion, as most of the names put on the list 
yesterday were those of voters who had 
moved from their former places of residence, 
and, on revision, they will have to be strick- 
en off from their old precincts. 

It can easily happen, as it has in the past, 
that more voters have moved than regis- 
tered yesterday, and so the revised figures 
will show a falling off from instead of an 
increase over the totals of last fall, when the 
excitement of a Presidential electionjnduped 
almost every voter in the city to get his 
name upon the lists. At the best it is not 
believed more than 5,000 new names were 
added yesterday. 

Next Saturday evening the judges and 
clerks of election will sit as boards of re- 
vision in the various precincts and strike 
off or put on the liste the names of voters 
according as good cause is shown. At this 
time all citizens who have been marked as 
*“‘ suspects ’’ will have an opportunity to go 
before the judges and have their names put 
back. 

Plot of the Democrats. 


It is known to be the purpose of the Dem- 
ocrats to send these suspect notices out 
broadcast, hoping some of them will stick, 
and if the voter who receives one does not 
go before the judges on Saturday his name 
will be stricken off. 

There were the usual Democratic attempts 
at fraudulent registration and colonization 
in the First and Eighteenth Wards yester- 
day, These frauds were the more plentiful 
in the First, where “‘ Hinky Dink” Kenna 
is anxious to break into the City Council as 
the colleague of John Coughlin. | 

The most flagrant case was at No. 503 State 
street, from which thirty Democratic voters 
were registered. This building was for- 
merly a coal office, but recently has not been 
occupied for any purpose. During the last 
few days it Has been turned into a lodging- 
house, however, by the simple process of 
moving a few cots into the cellar, and, as 
stated, thirty tramps swore they had lived 
there thirty days, and tried to register ac- 
cordingly. 

Block of Five Arrested. 


Five of them, who gave the names of John 
Holden, William Flaherty, William Eckels, 
F’. H. Robertson, and Thomas Luke, were ar- 
rested and taken before Justice Everett, 
where their cases were continued. The war- 
rants were sworn to by Benjamin Newitter, 
Samuel Ruben, and Samuel Morse, who in- 
vestigated the case at the instance of Fred 
Stoll, the manager of the Hesing campaign. 

Coughlin and Kenna were busy all day. 
A man, who has employment about Cough- 
lin’s saloon in Madison street, called 
‘** Stock,”’ and whose real name is sald to be 
Wiliam Green, gathered in a gang of home- 
less fellows, and after plying them with 
liquids, put them through a course of. in- 
struction as to what they should say when 
they were taken out for registration. 

It is significant that most of this was 
done openly, and that for a good part of the 
time, while the men were being gathered in 
and coached, both Coughlin and Kenna were 
present. 

About seventeen of this gang were regis- 
tered at No. 192 Washington street, in Pre- 
cinct No, 3 of the First Ward. These were 
all set down as living at No. 117 Franklin 
street, and they were taken and given quar- 
ters until after election. 

Type of a Voters’ Colony. 

A reporter visited the place last night 
and found two rooms filled as full of beds 
and mattresses as the floor would hold, and 
men packed in all the available space. 
Among those who answered to their names 
were James Fay, Alex. McKeever, 8S. Pres- 
bury, and Bert Nichols. They all seemed 
much confused at first when asked how 
long they had been living in their present 
quarters, but after a little stammering 
their presence of mind returmed and they 
were then emphatic in protesting that they 
had lived just where they were “ ever since 
Christmas.”’ 

Another compahy of Democratic “ col- 
onists’’ was quartered last night at the 
‘* Arcade Hotel,” over the old ‘“* House of 
David.” Just who these are could not be 
learned, but it is known that a number were 
placed there by the same men under the 
direction of Kenna, Coughlin, and those 
who are keeping a foreign book at the 
latter’s saloon. One of their henchmen, a 
‘ellow named Murphy, was kept on the 
lookout last night for the “ colonists ’’ who 
were stationed here. 

The régistration in the First Ward passed 
off quietly, but was considered heavy for 
an “ off’’ election. 

In the Fifth Precinct of the ward, with 
headquarters located at No. 99 Van Buren 
street, 147 new names were put on the reg- 
ister.

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DAWES STRIKES BACK AT HARLAN. 


Denies Corrupt Knowledge of the Ba- 
con Ordinance and Says Mayoralty 
Candidate Asked His Support. 


Chester M. Dawes has written the fol- 
lowing reply to Mr. Harlan’s letter No. 2: 
Chicago, March 23.—John Maynard Har- 
lan, Esq.—Sir: After stating that I am not 
responsible for the interview which you 
quote in your letter of this morning, as I am 
not correctly reported therein, I desire to 
congratulate you upon the able and lucid 
manner in which you have put before the 
public the reasons for your self-originated 
candidacy for the office of Mayor. 

“ A perusal of your letters to me must con- 
vince every one of your calmness, fairness, 
and good temper, and of your ability to han- 
die public questions. I am also glad to sce 
that after two days’ reflection upon the base- 
less and wicked charges which you made 
against me you have now entirely abandoned 
them, and in your last letter, instead of 
contending that I am, or have been, a cor- 
rupt lobbyist, you admit the contrary by 
silence and content yourself by arraying a 
lot of statements, collated evidently with 
‘much care and difficulty, to prove that at 
one time I was instrumental in the purely 
perfunctory matter of organizing the Chi- 
cago Power Supply and Smoke Abating coin- 
pany and obtaining a $5 charter therefor 
from the Secretary of State. 

** Any lawyer will tell you that corporations 
are constantly so organized in busy offices, 
and that clerks and others, without connec- 
tion with or interest in the objects of the 
corporation, frequently, and I might asmost 
say usually, constitute the commissioners, 
officers, and first Board of Directors, and 
that they subscribe, as I did, for a share of 
stock to qualify them for this latter temporary 
office. Our election as directors, and mine 
as Secretary, was of this nature, and was im- 
mediately followed by written resignations 
which could be acted upon at any time. 

“This matter was so trivial and so unim- 
portant that I confess it entirely escaped 
my recollection, because, as I have already 
stated, after the charter was obtained, |! 
had absolutely nothing whatever to do with 
the business of the company, nor at any time 
with the ordinance until after its passage, 
when I signed its contract as Secretary. 

“It must be obvious to every one that my 
connection with this corporation was formal 
and only to maintain the organization until 
the interested parties took hold of it, and 
that I would not be likely intentionally to dis- 
claim a matter of public record, open to 
the worid. 

‘*T had no notion at the time I was asked 
to incorporate the company that its pro- 
moters would, or could, be guilty of corrupt 
practices in obtaining legislation, nor have 
I now any knowledge whatever that they 
were. 

“After that charter was obtained they 
went elsewhere for advice and assistance, 
and the ordinance was prepared and put 
before the Council by others than myself; 
nor did I ever see the ordinance until after its 
passage. } 

“T repeat again, which you now admit, 
that I never requested, nor in any way in- 
fluenced, or endeavored to influence, any 
person whomsoever, directly or indirectly, 
to vote for or assist the passage of that 
ordinance; nor did I ever in any way profit 
or attempt to profit by its paseage. 

“You yourself, if you are the scrupulous 
gentleman you claim to be, never believed 
that I had a corrupt connection with the 
Bacon ordinance, for, on the eve of your 
campaign for Alderman, you sent a com- 
mon friend, intimate with us both, to urge 
me to support and aid your candidacy in 
every possible way. This friend has given 
me the liberty to use his name, and it is 
at your service. 

‘You have shown your true character in 
this correspondence, and the ‘mud’ which 
you have thrown at me will stain only the 
hand that picked it up. 

‘**IT am glad that you ‘ refer me to personal 
honor and civic virtue.’ This compels an 
avoidance of all further correspondence 
with yourself, and I will leave you to wrap 
yourself in the soiled and tattered mantle 
of your own baseness, mendacity, hypocrisy, 
and egotism, and to stalk forward to de- 
feat and humiliation on the 6th day of April.

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SNOW KING RIDES A GALE 


WINTER MAKES A FINAL STRUGGLE 
AGAINST SPRING’S ADVENT. 


Storm from the Lake Envelops Chica- 
go, Filling the Air with Flakes and 
the Streets with Slush—Wild Waves 
Geo on a Tear and Flood Conditions 
im the Suburbs Yet Abide—Danger 
from the Desplaines River Thought 
to Be Abating. 


All the snow, wind, and rain that failed to 
reach Chicago during the last four months 
blew in from across the lake yesterday upon 
a milliom and a half of miserable peopie. 
A fifty-two mile-an-hour gale sent the waves 
pounding against the sea wall and the break- 
water. 

The down-town skyscrapers caught the 
gale and broke it up into a hundred dis- 
agreeable winds that apparently blew from 
different directions at the same time. 

The storm came at the hour the people 
awoke and it staid allday. When night 
came and the people were off the streets 
the storm slackened. The snow melted as 
it fell, and the streets were filled with mud 
and slush. 

The only good result of the northeaster 
was that it blew the sewage that has been 
carried down -the river for the last few 
days away from the cribs and back to the 
shore. Analysis of the city water yester- 
day showed its condition much improved 
over the preceding day. At Chicago ave- 
nue and Hyde Park, however, the water is 
still bad, and a change in the wind is all 
that is needed to make the water from the 
other pumping stations unfit also. 

The fact that more snow than rain fell 
during the day acted as a relief to the over- 
worked sewers. The snow required time to 
melt and the effect was to diminish the 
sireams. i 

Traffic was but little interfered with, the 
elevated and -surface roads moving their 
trains on time. : 

Meteorology of the Bay. 

The wind reached its highest velocity at 3 
p. m., when it blew at the rate of fifty-two 
miles an hour. Its velocity all day was but 
little less than that. The mercury ranged 
from 32° at 8 a. m. to 35° at 2 p. m. 

Between the hours of 7 a. m. and 7p. m. 
yesterday seven inches of snow fell, and 
would have covered the ground to that depth 
if it ha@ not melted. The rain gauge at the 
weather office showed an equivalent rain- 
fall of .7 inch. 

The snow was almost entirely confined to 
Chicago. It rained generally throughout 
the East and Ohio and Indiana, but in Wis- 
consin, a short distance north of Milwaukee, 
the sky was clear, and it was fair generally 
throughout the Northwest. 

During the night the sky will probably 
clear, and fair weather is predicted for to- 
morrow. 

As far as known there were no craft on the 
lake to face the gale. The Goodrich liner 
Atlanta came in from Milwaukee at 0 a. m. 
and left again last night. 

Out in the suburbs, where high water has 
been causing inconvenience, the streams 
were falling last night. At South Chicago 
the Calumet rose considerably, bu: not 
enough to inflict damage. At Riverdale the 
Calumet was on a level with the docks, 


Desplaines River Falling. 


Despite the aggravating efforts of the eler 
ments yesterday the swollen Desplaines 
River fell five inches from the high water 
mark of nineteen feet, and suburban resi- 
dents were less apprehensive. 

The generally placid little stream had taken 
on some of the characteristics of a big river. 
It had burst from its boundaries and flooded 
acres of low lands. The water has not been 
a rushing torrent, but there is a vast volume 
of it moving steadily toward the Illinois 
River. 

There has been no actual suffering as yet, 
end but little property damage, but consid- 
erable inconvenience. The residents of Riv- 
erside, Riverside Lawn, Summit, Lyons, and 
Grossdale have been the most inconven- 
ienced. ; 

Riverside Lawn, which is just across the 
river from Riverside, presents the most 
unique condition at present. Thereisalong 
wooden bridge connecting the two suburbs, 
but its use has been abandoned except by 
the most venturesome. The bridge is still 
safe, but the approach to the Riverside 
Lawn side is flooded three feet for a consid- 
erable distance. 

Among the Riverside .§ Lawn dwellings 
reached by the overflow are those of Joseph 
Metz, J. C. Baumgartner, J. D. Milliken, A. 
G. Whittemore, A. L. Watson, and Dr. J. 
B. Palmer.

The basements of nearly the 
houses in Riverside Lawn are flooded. The 
people are forced to make a detour of a half

A few of the residences in Riverside have 
been touched by the flood. The homes of 
Louis Dinkey, John Pearson, William Lang, 
and L. F. Dyrenforth are surrounded by 
water. The houses are built along the bank 
of the stream. Mr. Dyrenforth’s pretty two- 
story frame house is cut off entirely from the 
surrounding land and the only communica- 
tion is by boat. 


Horses Taken to Safety. 


Tidmarsh & Oppen’s large brick barn, 
situated north of the C., B. and Q. station, 
was flooded out on Sunday night. The 
water rose a foot and a half over the floor of 
the barn, and the horses had to be removed 
to a safer place. The stable directly adjoins 
the river, and was subjected to the full 
sweep of the current. It was not damaged 
to any appreciable extent. 

Willlam Kirkham, the drainage canal 
gauger at Riverside, said yesterday that 
the worst of the flood was past. He thought 
it due largely to the heavy rainfall last week 
in Wisconsin. 

“We could stand a raise of five or six 
feet yet before any serious damage would 
be done,” said Mr. Kirkham. ‘“ The people 
oboe amply warned, and there need be no 
ear.”’ 

It is reported that the water is deep north 
of Riverside. One section of the Archer 
road is reported seven feet under water. 

Drainage canal employés were along the 
channel yesterday making experimental ob- 
servations. The old Illinois and Michigan 
Canal]. was reported full to the point of over- 
flowing. It parallels the drainage canal for 
a distance. It was feared last night that 
the melting of what snow lay on the ground 
might raise the water in the canal and else- 
where. ‘ 

The overflow from the Desplaines caused 
the water in the Chicago River at Bridge- 
port to rise twelve inches. This is the high- 
est point reached in several years. The 
water in the canal showed a rise of eleven 
inches above its normal level. Notwith- 
standing this unusual condition the Bridge- 
port pumping station managed, by keeping 
its four huge pumps constantly working, 
to keep the current of the river flowing into 
the canal. During the afternoon the water 
several times rose over the dam at the 
pumping station and flowed into the river.

The Sowickes rented the second floor of the 
frame structure, but spent only part of their 
time there, their home being at No. 406 East 
Forty-third street, where Mr. Sowicke has 
a tailor-shop and his wife a laundry and em- 
ployment agency. 

At the scene of the fire the police said they 
found evidences of kerosene having been 
used, and the fire was burning in several 
separated places, The rooms contained little 
furniture, most of it old and dilapidated. 

The women said they had been awakened 
by the fire, and compelled to flee for their 
lives. They all escaped without the loss of 
any of their clothing or personal effects. 

Last evening Mr. Sowicke succeeded in 
securing a $500 bail bond for his wife and 
she was liberated. She then stated she was 
not at the house when the fire occurred, but 
went there just in time to encounter the 
police and be arrested. 

Mrs. Finnand Miss Radowskol, with cloaks, 
hats, and veils on, sat on the edge of a hard 
plank bench in a cell at the police station 
last night and bemoaned their fate, each 
telling a separate story of the affair. 

Mrs Finn said she did not live at No. 19 
University place, but at No, 411 Root street. 
She declared she had spent Monday sewing 
for Miss Radowskoi and being asked to stay 
all night did so, leaving her three children 
at home to look out for themselves. Miss 
Radowskoi said the Sowicke annex in Uni- 
versity place was kept open as an employ- 
ment agency and she wasin charge. 

The house is owned by M. Gregg. It was 
damaged to the extent of about $100. The 
furniture, owned by the Sowickes, suffered 
slight damage, and was insured.

GIVE ROAD RACE PERMIT. 


| ASSOCIATED CYCLISTS SCORE A VIC- 


TORY OVER COOK COUNTY RIDERS. 


Park Commissioners Limit the Time 
for the Contest of the Latter to the 
Afternoon, Granting the Former 
the Forenoon for Decoration Day 
Event—Committee from the Larger 
Organization Presents Its Case and 
Settlement Is Reached. 


The permit secured by the Cook County 
Cyclists’ Association will not interfere with 
the annual Chicago road race. At the meet- 
ing of the West Park Board held yesterday 
afternoon the permit was limited to the 
time between 1 and 5 o’clock, the after- 
noon of May 31, and the Associated Cycling 
Clubs were given the forenoon for their race, 
according to their original plans, 

A committee from the Associated Cycling 
Clubs, consisting of John Siman, R. G. 
Fisher, George K. Barrett, Dr. J. C. Barclay, 
Ed McNeill, A. W. Roth, J. R. Davidson, 
and C. P. Root, were present at the meeting 
to present the claims of the A. C. C. for rec- 
ognition in the matter of securing a permit 
for the race, as the annual event was unde 
their auspices. 

The Associated Cycling Clubs is the rep- 
resentative body of Chicago wheelmen, the 
Cook County Association being a com- 
paratively small body. The smaller organ- 
ization had secured the permit ahead of the 
iarger body, and practically had control of 
the course for a short time, but the West 
Park Board by limiting the permit in re- 
regard to time settled the matter in a satis- 
factory manner, and the Associated Cycling 
Clubs secured exactly what they wanted. 

As soon as the Associated Cycling Clubs’ 
delegates explained to President Wilson 
that their organization was the one which 
conducted the annual Chicago road race he 
at once dictated the following letter to the 
Cook County Association: 


You are hereby notified that the road race to be 
run by the Cook County Cyclists’ Association, 
through the West Park system, on the 3lst day of 

ay, 1897, and for which permit was recently is- 
sued, is to be run between the hours of 1 and 4 
o’ clock Pp. m. on said day. You will please return 
the permit referred to to this office. so that it may 
be corrected in accordance herewith. 

The committee left happy with the follow- 
ing permit, which settles the controversy 
over the right to the course: 

Permission is hereby granted the Associated 
Cycling Clubs to run a rvuad race over Humboldt 
boulevard, through Humboldt Park, over Central 
boulevard, and through Garfield Park, finishing 
at the loop south of adison street, on the Slst 
Day of ay, , between the hours of 8 o'clock 
@. m. and 1 o'clock p. m. 

The Associated Cycling Clubs have wor- 
ried little over the complications, but there 
was general satisfaction expressed over tne 
result of the conference with the Park Com- 
missioners. 

It is now proposed to erect a grand star.d 
for the annual race in the forenoon and lease 
it to the Cook County Wheelmen if they de- 
sire it for their race. 

The West Park Board was to have held 
its annual election of officers yesterday, but 
owing to the absence of Commissioners Eg- 
gert, Graham, Peterson, and Suddard no 
quorum was declared, and the board ad- 
journed till the next regular meeting day,

DISCUS THROWING A STANDARD EYENT. 


Amateur Athletic Union Formally 
Adopts the Grecian Game in Its 
List of Contests. 


Discus throwing has been formally adopted as 
a standard event by the Amateur Athletic Union. 
In response to many inquiries, a description ofa 
discus and the method of throwing it is given. 

According to the rules now governing the con- 
tests in discus throwing the discus shall be made 
of a hardwood body weigkted in the center with 
lead discs capped with polished brass discs with 
a steel ring attached. It shall weigh four and 
one-half pounds, with an outside diameter of 
eight tnches, and thickness in the center of two 
inches. All throws shall be made from a nine- 
foot square. In making a throw a competitor 
may assume any position he chooses. 

Foul throws and letting go the discus shall be 
counted as trials in a competition. 

A fair throw shall be one in which no part of 
the person of the competitor touches the ground 
outside the square, the competitor leaving the 
square by the rear half. 

Any competitor may use his own discus in a 
contest if it is of regulation dimensions and 
weight, but other contestants must also be al- 
lowed to use it if they choose. 


AMATEUR ATHLETIC UNION BOUTS. 


Championship Wrestling and Boxing 
Contests to Be Held in Phila- 
delphia Next Month.

TELEGRAPH VIEW OF BUCKET-SHOPS. 


Vice-President Clowry of the Western 
Union Reviews the Attitude of 
His Company. 


Robert C. Clowry, Vice-President and Gen- 
eral Superintendent of the Western Union 
Telegraph company, yesterday made the fol- 
lowing statement in regard to the bucket- 
shop question: 

‘* Referring to the editorial in a morning 
paper stating that the Western Union Tele- 
graph company is aiding and. abetting 
bucket-shops in their fight against the Board 
of Trade, etc., I would say that the telegraph 
company would make much more money in 
connection with the Board of Trade business 
than it makes at present if all bucket-shops 
were closed up, as in that case all trades 
would be placed upon the board over our 
wires by private telegrams at regular rates. 

‘Shortly after the bucket-shop business 
Was started the Western Union Telegraph 
company coédperated with the Chicago Board 
of Trade, and, by discontinuing quotations, 
practically closed up all the bucket-shops 
west of the Alleghany Mountains. This re- 
sult was brought about through the courts, 
most of the expense being borne by the tele- 
graph company. Later on the managers of 
the Board of Trade concluded that it was 
not to their interest to restrict the circula- 
tion of quotations; the restrictions were re- 
moved and the bucket-shops resumed busi- 
ness. When the second attempt was made to 
discontinue the quotations the bucket-shops 
secured injunctions in the courts to prevent 
the Board of Trade and the Western Union 
Telegraph company from doing so. From 
February, 1882, to the present date thirty- 
five injunctions have been granted to bucket- 
shops by the courts in Chicago and five in 
Kansas City restraining the Chicago Board 
of Trade and the Western Union Telegraph 
company from discriminating against them 
in the distribution of quotations. Some of 
these injunctions are still if force. 

‘* In the case of the New York and Chicago 
Grain and Stock Exchange the City of 
Chicago vs. The Chicago Board of Trade, 
Western Union Telegraph company, and 
the Gold and Stock Telegraph company, the 
Supreme Court of the State of Illinois on 
Jan. 25, 1889, held as follows: 

‘“‘* Though the Chicago Board of Trade is 
a private corporation and the business trans- 
acted by it daily is of a private nature, yet, 
the board having for many years permitted 
and invited a telegraph company to transmit 
during the sessions of the board to all per- 
sons who chose to pay for the information 
reports of the dealings of the board, fluctua- 
tions in prices, ete., and the information so 
obtained having in consequence become of 
essential importance to the commercia! 
world, such information has become im- 
pressed with a public trust, and the board 
cannot now treat it as purely private and 
withhold it from all but a favored few.’ 

“The following Kentucky case is also 
quoted: Bryant vs. Western Union Tele- 
graph company, United States District Court 
of Kentucky, September, 1883, in which the 

urt held:

Con- 
sols were higher and the clearances for the 
day were only equal to 89,000 bu in wheat 
and flour. The feeling early was‘ easy on 
the tone shown abroad. Salesof May wheat 
were made as low as 72%4c at the opening. 
There was a rally to 73\%c on the develop- 
ment of strength in St. Louis. That market 
advanced relatively much more rapidly there 
than in Chicago and St. Louis houses were 
good buyers here. The supply of crop dam- 
age reports, particularly from Indiana, Mis- 
souri, and Illinois, was larger than usual.

MR. BOUTELI/S EXCELLENT RBIOG- 
RAPHY OF ROGER SHERMAN.

Credits That Constitutional Statesman 
with Fixing the Present Makeup of 
Senate and House—His Compromise 
Saved the Union at a Critical Pe- 
riod of Its Infancy—He Was a Con- 
necticut Puritan with Good Sense 
Amounting to Genius. 


VALUABLE contri- 
bution to American 
biography has re- 
cently been made Ly 
Lewis Henry Boutell 
of Chicago, in his 
* Life of Roger Sher- 
man” (McClurg). 
Roger Sherman wac 
one of the clearest 
thinkers in the Con- 
stitutional conven- 
tion of 1787, and in 
this book Mr. Boutell 
has rendered a last- 
ing service to history 
by establishing ‘or 
the first time the fact 

‘that it is to Sherman we owe the existing 
system of proportional representation in the 


'* House of Representatives and of equal State 


representation in the Senate. 

Roger Sherman was an important figure 
throughout the whole revolutionary and con- 
structive period, extending from the French 
and Indian wars to the close of Washington's 
first administration. In view of hts numer- 
ous and prominent public services it is rataer 
remarkable that his biography has not 
before been written at length.~ Indeed, 
Senator Hoar, one of Sherman’s bdu- 
merous noted descendents, did 
many years contemplate such a work, 
but press of public duties finally led him to 
turn his accumulated materials over to Mr. 
Boutell. That the Chicagoan has donc his 
work ably and accurately no reader of his in- 
teresting book can doubt. 

A sketch of Roger Sherman’s ancestry 
shows that Gen. William T. Sherman and 
John Sherman, the present Secretary of 
State, both belong in collateral lines extend- 
ing back to a common ancestor in England, 
and that Lord Rosebery is a twig on the 
game genealogical tree. William M. Evarts 
and Senator Hoar appear among the most 
widely known of Roger Sherman's direct de- 
scendants. 

The constitutional statesman was born in 
Newton, Mass., in 1721, and learned the traue 
of shoemaking from hisfather. Itis reccrd- 
ed of him that he was accustomed to work 
with an open book before him. After his 
father’s death he moved to New Milford. 
Conn., and later to New Haven. It was thus 
as a Connecticut man that he came in*» 
prominence, and hence the famous “* Connec- 
ticut compromise” in the Constitutiona! 
convention which resulted in the present 
make-up of our National Congress, and in 
which Roger Sherman was the leading spirit.

Passing over Sherman’s period of service 
in the Connecticut Assembly, his efforts 
against the stamp act, his part in drafting 
the Declaration of Independence, and his 
service in the Continental Congress, it is 
of chief interest here to trace the imprint 
of his personality upon the Constitution as 
placed there during the critical months of the 
famous gathering which framed that great 
{instrument at Philadelphia in 1787. The del- 
egates to that convention from Connecticut 
were Roger Sherman, William Samuel 
Johnson, and Oliver Ellsworth. It was a 


‘body which included the greatest minds of 


the country—Washington, Franklin, Mad- 
ison, Hamilton, and the rest. Among that 
brilliant array of intellect no man, unless it 
be Franklin, outshone Roger Sherman in 
clearness of insight and the genius of sound 
sense. 

Sherman went to the convention with a set 
of resolutions in his pocket embodying the 
idea that the Lower House of the new Na- 
tional Legislature should be made up on a 
basis of the number of free inhabitants in 
each State, and that the Upper House or 
“second branch” should be formed on a 
basis of absolute equality for the States, ir- 
respective of size. Mr. Boutell reprints these 
memoranda, and further gives a chronolog- 
ical narrative of the convention's proceedings 
in which it comes to light that Roger Sher- 
man was not only the first to propose this 
wise compromise in the conflict of jealousy 
between the large and the small States, but 
thatit washe whowas chiefly instrumental in 
pushing it through. 

When it is considered that the new Con- 
etitution had to be accepted by every State, 
and that many or all of the States were at 
that time “drunk with the idea of State 
rights "’ and that some freely avowed a pref- 
erence for a foreign alliance rather than sub- 
mit to too strong a central government, the 
inestimable value of Roger: Sherman’s com- 
promise measure may be clearly seen. To 
it are undoubtedly due the final acceptance 
of the new instrument by every State, and 
the subsequent evolution of a mighty nation 
out of what at that moment threatened to be 
but a prototype of the present sputtering 
group of South American republics.

COMMON SENSE FROM REY. DR. LLOYD, 


New York Minister Says Dogma Is Not 
Religion—Stand by rist’s 
Simple Teachings. 


New York, March 22.—The Rev. Dr. William 
Lloyd, pastor of the orthodox Central Con- 
gregational Church, in West Fifty-seventh 
street, discussed at the morning service yes- 
terday the current so-called “‘ higher criti- 
cism ’’ of the Bible. He answered the prop- 
osition, *‘ Does the present criticism of the 
Bible tend to undermine religion?’ in the 
negative. 

He supported Dr. Abbott most unquall- 
fiedly im his contention that the books of 
the Bible were the works merely of human 
intelligence, and that the wonderful stories 
contained therein are largely mythical in 
nature and not inspired. 

* Religion,” said the doctor, “is separate 
and distinct from mere theories of religion. 
Light existed prior to any theories of light. 
Theories of light have been proposed, ex- 
ploded, and thrown away, yet light still ex- 
ists. Religion existed prior to any the- 
ories of religion, and will continue to exist 
when theories may be exploded. 

“The essence of religion is morality. The 
moral principles that are traceable in their 
development through the whiole books of the 
Bible were finally expressed in full and 
crystallized form by Jesus Christ in the 
sermon on the mount. Around the simple 
teachings of Jesus Christ men have built 
their own structures of theories. These 
structures may have to be reconstructed or 
they may fall to the ground. But when the 
dust of destruction and reconstruction has 
cieared away the teachings of Jesus Christ 
are again revealed in their sublime sim- 
plicity and completeness. The blessed name 
must be divested forever of the charge of 
having created millions of deathless beings 
and predestined them to damnation.” 

Dr. Lioyd declared that the theological 
colleges taught the young men to uphold 
defunct dogmas instead of instructing them 
how to reach mén’s souls. Few men cared 
whether the story of Jonah and the whaie 
was a myth or a fact. 

‘What was wanted was the throwing ovér- 
board of the “ unsightly structures of scho- 
lastic dogma,”’ otherwise men might be 
turned from God. The danger was not in 
criticism, but in a failure to criticise and dis- 
ccver the truth. 

Dr. Lioyd advised his congregation to get 
the recent sermons of Dr. Lyman Abbott 
@s soon as they are published and read them.

DAINTY WAYS FOR SERVING EGGS. 


Suggestions That May Be of Assistance 
to the Housekeeper as Easter 
Season Approaches. 


As the Easter season approaches the fol- 
lowing dainty way of serving eggs may prove 
acceptable to housekeepers: 

The first dish has been named “ eggs 4 la 
goldenrod.”” To prepare it boil one dozen~ 
epzs twenty minutes and throw into cold 
water. When cool chop whites and grate 
yelks. Make a white sauce by blending two 
tablespoons of butter and two heaping table- 
spoons of flour, and pouring over this a pint 
of hot milk. When thickened stir in chopped 
whites, season with salt. Haveready rounds 
of toast slightly buttered. Pour mixture on 
round, taking care to just cover toast. On 
this sprinkle grated yelks and dash of pep- 
per. Garnish with bacon cut in ribbons and 
crisped in hot spider. This may be made fn 
a chafing dish. 

A palatable breakfast dish is made this 
way: 

Deenan a white sauce by rubbing smooth 
two tablespoons butter and two tablespoons 
flour, and pouring over a pint of hot milk. 
Salt well. Have ready the individual baking 
shells standing in hot water. Do not wipe 
them. Put a spoonful of sauce into éach one 
and then drop in a whole egg. Dust with 
pepper. Set baking shells on top of stove, 
and when egg begins to harden serve at ence.

ARCHE CLUB SALON OPEN. 


COLLECTION OF ART WORKS SMALL- 
ER THAN LAST YEAR,

Jury of Selection’s Rejection of Much 
Work Submitted Is Complained Of 
as Severe and Hypercritical—The 
Awards Indicate an Effort to Stim- 

, Blate More Advanced Ideas—Prize- 
Winning Productions and Others 
Worthy of Attention. 


The third annual salon of the Arché club 
opened at Rosalie Hall yesterday afternoon 
with a smaller collection of art works than 
was shown at the like function of last year. 

The jury has been severe and perhaps 
a trifle hypercritical in its selections. Two- 
thirds of the work submitted was rejected, 
and the choice of works and awarding of 
the prizes shows that a distinct effort was 
made to encourage work representing what 
are considered the more advanced 
ideas of art, rather than what is best of 
various schools of painting. ‘ 

This has aroused considerable adverse 
feeling, both in the Arché club and among 
artists whose works were not admitted. 
A large part of the work is doubtless dis- 
pleasing to many members of the club on 
account of the fact that it represents more 
or less creditably a revolutionary movement 
in art which !s not generally. understood. 

The question whether this art is good or 
bad is debatable, but as the Arché club sa- 
lon is in a sense a private exhibition the 
club is at liberty to champion any kind of 
art it desires to. 

The first prize of $100 for oil painting has 
been awarded to Harry Methven for his 
large moonlight subject, “A Silent Night.”’ 
It is excellent in color and it gives a good im- 
pression of night, but is faulty in drawing. 

The second prize for this class of work 
was given to H. Leon Roecker for his 

Windy Day.” It is bright and effective 
in color and, if Claude Monet’s art is good 
this is also, for it resembles it in style of 
execution. A sense of movement is ex- 
pressed by the bending trees and grass and 
the color is applied pure, with few mixed 
tones. Form is suggested rather than ex- 
pressed. 

The first water color prize was given to 
Roberts Rascovich for a collection of Mexi- 
can sketches and the ribbon upon his “‘ Con- 
vent Courtyard ” seems to indicate that this 
was the work among them the jury most 
preferred. All cf Mr. Rascovich’s group of 
pictures are painted in a broad, effective 
style with an abundance of bright color in 
the architecture, ccstumes, and tropical 
foliage. 

Hardesty G. Maratta received the second 
water-color prize for a pleasing river scene, 
with two figures of fishermen in the fore- 
ground. The work is entitled, ‘On the Fox 
River.”’ 

The prizes for sculpture were awarded to 
Emil Weurtz and Lorado Taft for tHe 
‘** Pridé,”” a bust of a woman by the former 
and the figure of ‘‘A Sibyl” by the latter 
scuiptor. 

Tae prize of $25 for the best miniature 
painting went to Miss Martha S. Baker for 
a group of cleverly executed portraits. 

Among the creditable works which are 
not prize winners are some landscapes by 
both of the winners of the prizes for oil 
paintings. Richard 8S. Robbins has shown 
a delicate appreciation of light and color in 
“A Pleasing Tale,’’ an interior showing a 
young girl reading near a white-curtained 
window. Several good landscapes by the 
same artist are shown. 

There are but few works in oil of impor- 
tance which are new to the public beside 
the portraits by Miss Ida Burgess, Miss Mar- 
garet West, and Edgar Cameron. 

Mrs. Alice Kellogg Tyler, Charles Francis 
Brown, Mrs. Anna L. Stacy, E. A. Burbank, 
Mrs. Marie K. Lusk, William Wendt, and 
Caroline D. Wade are represented by good 
work which has been exhibited before. 

Among the water-colors is the portrait by 
Mrs. Anna L. Stacy which won the prize at 
the recent West End Woman’s club salon, 
= some clever work by Miss Martha Ba- 

er. 

There are some creditable works in sculp- 
ture shown by Miss Bessie Potter, Johannes 
Galert, and Leonard Crunelle, all of which 
have been exhibited elsewhere. Besides the 
prize miniatures there are others by Magda 
Henerman, Emily White, A. F. Brooks, and 
Cecile Payen, which show careful execution. 

Miss Blanche Ostertag exhibits two mon- 
otypes. This artist and several others 
would have sent interesting works if they 
had not been debarred by a ruling denying 
admittance to ali works not executed in this 
country.

— CRERAR LIBRARY TO OPEN APRIL 6. 


First Day of Next Week Will Be De- 
. voted to an Inspection of the Quar- 
ters and Arrangements. 


The John Crerar Library, the scientific 
supplement of the Chicago library system, 
will open its doors on April 5 to the general 
public in the temporary quarters on the 


military operations, and may lead to e- 
velopments in the way of defensive tactics 
of an utterly revolutionary character. The 
experiments show the possibility that elec- 
tricity may be utilized to deflect bullets from 
their intended course, thus rendering the 
atm of the most expert marksman altogeth- 


er ineffectual. 

The discovery of this important power of 
electricity over a flying missile was mado 
quite by accident. The committee of the 
Federal Shooting Association of Switzer- 
land, while target-shooting at Winterthur, 
noticed that targets at the left side of the 
range received a majority of bullets to the 
left of the bullseye, while the reverse was 


the case on the other sideoftherange. Sone 
quick-witted member of the committee sug- 
gested that this apparent deflection of the 
missiles might be due to the electric tele- 
phone wires which chanced to be strung on 
éach side of the range. The matter was 
brought to the attention of the Federal Ex- 
perimental committee, which found that all 
projectiles that had been deflected from their 
course were magnetized. 

The theory of electrical action thus being 
supported, experiments were undertaken to 
put the question to a finaltest. At therangs 
near Thun, where no electric wires were in 
the way, four experimental wires, each 
eighteen millimeters in diameter, were 
strung parallel to the line of fire and 125 
feet away fromit. Paper screens were then 
fixed at intervals of thirty feet along the 
range to indicate the exact course of the 
bullets. <An electric current of 8,000 volts 
being sent through the wires, its influence 
was unmistakably shown by the course of 
the bullets fired from the military rifles. 
At 275 yards the deflection of the bullets 
from. the straight course was no less than 
seventy-five feet, ‘‘ the trajectory, as marked 
by the paper screens, showing a very re- 
markable curve toward the wires.”’ 

When a trial was made with a Japanese 
rifle, the invention of Col. Yamagata, which 
throws a very slender bullet, the results 
were even more startling, as the “ minute 
bullet went straight for the wires, broke 
two insulators, and followed along the course 
of the electric Wires, finally wearing out its 
energy with the friction.” 

The: effect thus being more pronounced 
with small missiles, it was presumed that 
@ cannon ball would be unaffected. But a 
trial proved this assumption a mistake, for 
on a 3,000-yard range, the wires being strung 
only for a distance of 200 yards in front of 
the target. and at the same lateral distance 
as before, the cannon ball was deflected no 
less than 14°. With shrapnel (an explosive 
shell filled with musket balls) the effects 
were even more curious, as the projectile 
carrying the fuse made of non-magnetic 
metal was completely detached, while the 
body was attracted by the current, ‘‘ the bul- 
lets, after the shell burst, showing such ex- 
traordinary variations that all accuracy of 
fire was totally done away with.”’ 

The general result of the entire series of 
experiments was to show that, as might he 
expected, the deflecting power of the current 
was proportionately less when large mis- 
siles were used, and varied also with the 
velocity of the missiles. The conclusion was 
reached that it would be feasible to protect 
an entire section of troops from hostile rifle 
fire at a distance of 300 yards by means of 
an electric current generated by a dynamo 
or accumulator at one side; and that at 900 
to 1,400 yards even artillery would thus be 
rendered harmless. 

It seems doubtful, however, whether such 
an application of the current as that here 
suggested could ever be of use in actual war- 
fare, unless under very unusual circum- 
stances, since lines strung at _one side of 
section would be too far removed from the 
bullets on the other side to sufficiently iIn- 
fluence their flight. What apparently might 
be done, however, would be to have the 
wires strung along the earth between the 
opposing forces in order to ground the bul- 
lets. The wires being strung near the line 
to be protected would affect»the partially 
spent balls of the enemy more than those 
of the protected soldiers, who could, in addi- 
tion, make allowance for the current in aim- 
ing. Should the enemy see that their shots 


the deflection the current of electricity 
could, of course, be varied or altogether shut 
off for the moment, thus releasing the pro- 
jettiles and allowing them to fly harmlessly 
overhead, the change in current being from 
time to time announced to the protected line 
by signals, that their own fire might be gov- 
erned accordingly. By repeated variations 
of the current it is evident that the aim of 
the most expert marksman would be made 
a matter of guesswork. It would indeed be 
a strange sight, should it come to pass, that 
an army might stand out inan open field and 
be protected from the enemy’s fire by an 
invisible breastwork of electro-magnetic 
force, yet this seems to be within the pos- 
sibilities. Mark Twain imagined his Con- 
necticut Yankee in “ King Arthur’s Court ” 
protecting himself from hist armored foes 
by surrounding his stronghold with an elec- 
tric fence, but now truth promises to out- 
run the fancy of the romancer. 

Perhaps the most interesting suggestion 
of the Swiss experiments, however, is the 
new element they introduce into the old con- 
troversy of projectiles versus armor plate. 
Just at the moment the projectiles were in 
the lead, for the Johnson 100-pound ball, 
protected by a cap of soft steel, had pene- 
trated ten inches of nickel steel notwith- 
standing its Harveyized surface of diamond- 
like hardness. But now the Swiss experi- 
ments make it clear that the difficulty in fut- 
ure may not be so much to penetrate armor 
as to hit at all
